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Hoosiers Protest U.S. Plan 
To Abandon Many Rail Lines

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — 
Hoosiers left no doubt they re­ 
gard a proposed U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Transportation plan to 
abandon 37 per cent of the 
state’s railroad mileage as a 
ticket to economic recession and 
worse, and a burden highways 
cannot stand. 
The weeklong hearing by the 
Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion, which ended Friday night 
here, compiled mountains of 
testimony and more may be put 
into the record up to March 25. 
Some of the witnesses express­ 
ed doubts that what they said 
would be given consideration in 
Washington but were assured by 
hearing examiner Paul Fitzpat­ 
rick the testimony would be re­ 
viewed. 
“I was most impressed with 
the response from the citizens 
of Indiana/’ Fitzpatrick said. 
“There were over 200 witnesses. 
I have no doubt the testimony 
will be carefully weighed, against 
the DOT proposals.” 
The witnesses represented a 
cross-section of the state, includ­ 
ing not only officials such as 
Governor Bowen and U.S. .Sens. 
Vance Hartke and Birch Bayh, 
but also crossroads storekeep­ 
ers faced with going out of 
business and a spokesmen for 
all the major industries in the 
state. 
Objections Made 
Bowen’s message was to aban­ 
don the DOT plan instead of the 
2,350 miles of railroad track. 
Hartke promised “the current 
DOT plan will never be imple­ 
mented.” He is chairman of

committee). Bayh said the plan 
was “intolerable” and promised 
it would be killed if it could not 
be changed. (He is on the Ap­ 
propriations Committee). 
In. general, the railroad users 
said that while existing service 
often is unsatisfactory, especial­ 
ly on the bankrupt, Penn Cen­ 
tral, they could not do without 
it and would give the railroads 
more business if the service 
were improved. 
Two of the most significant 
final-night pieces of testimony 
were statements by William R. 
Black about, an evaluation be­ 
gun of the DOT plan at the re­ 
quest of Bowen by the School 
of Public Environmental Affairs, 
Indiana University, and by Exec­ 
utive Highway Director Roger 
Marsh. 
“An analysis of 79 communi­ 
ties which remain, on. the system, 
with the ’potentially excess 
track’ removed, reveals signifi­ 
cant increases in the average 
rail shipping distances for a set 
of 128 destinations in the state,” 
Black reported. “The problem is 
particularly acute in Columbus, 
North Vernon, Jeffersonville and. 
Kokomo, to name a few. In 56 
of the 79 communities it is aver­ 
age rail, shipping distance in­ 
creased by 20 per cent or more.” 
Black said the DOT proposal 
“completely fails to consider 
rail passenger transportation in 
the state and indeed suggests 
current Amtrak lines are ‘po­ 
tentially excess.’ DOT’s action 
in this regard is surpassed only 
by its failure to consider the 
preservation of rail service in 
fossil fuel (coal) areas.” 
Data accumulated so far by 
the IU researchers show the 
DOT plan would mean more 
circuitous rail routing for each 
of the 79 cities and towns re­ 
maining on the system with the 
potentially excess trackage re­ 
moved, ranging from 7 per cent 
increased mileage for East Chi­ 
cago to 78 per * mt for Colum­ 
bus. 
Excess Potential 
On the amount of trackage 
potentially excess in the seven 
major coal-producing counties, 
the range is from 30 per cent 
in Pike to 99.2 per cent in 
Greene County. 
Marsh, newly named execu­ 
tive director of the Indiana State 
Highway Commission, also told 
the ICC hearing the DOT plan 
“will have a very detrimental 
and serious impact on our high­ 
way system as it exists today 
I find it extremely difficult to 
understand the thinking of those 
concerned with transportation in 
'Washington. They are aban­ 
doning the highway network of 
the nation, yet at the same time, 
placing substantially more de­ 
mands upon it. They are pro­ 
posing increased weight limits 
for trucks which by their 
own admission will substantially 
erode the highway pavement.” 
Marsh said that “as a trade­ 
off for the 55 mile an hour speed 
limit, the federal government is 
now proposing a relaxation of 
weight restrictions on the truck­ 
ing industry By their own ad­ 
mission. the Federal Highway 
Administration says the new 
weight limits being proposed will 
increase road and bridge main­ 
tenance costs by 20 per cent ” 
He pointed out that the states 
—not the federal government— 
are paying for the maintenance 
of highways and that in the case 
of Indiana, the state is now run­ 
ning $30 million a year short of 
of the need for maintenance 
“Where are we to come up 
with the additional 20 per cent 
which would be required under 
this new proposal of the federal 
government?” he demanded.

We are talking about spending duplicate 
dollars for one purpose in the city of 
Rushville, 
The “county” is going to have to build a 
new jail. This is a certainty. It was our 
opinion that a decision had been made by City 
Council to renovate the present building — 
but not so We are getting geared up for a new 
city building. 
We have been for combining a city-county 
building from the very start. We have tried to 
get the City Council and county officials to sit 
down and talk together about this. It seems to 
make good sense. We have not had much 
luck. 
What city taxpayers need to realize is that 
they, too, will help pay for a “county” jail. 
City law enforcement people use the county 
jail just as much as county officials do. If two 
buildings are constructed, it means spending 
city tax dollars in two places, when one would 
do a job 
A city county building is the answer. It is 
being done successfully in other counties. 
There could be plenty of office space for the 
County Sheriff, the City Police, Justice of 
Peace, City Court, the Mayor, the City 
Clerk-Treasurer, and the Jail. All city-county 
law enforcement communications could be 
combined into a 24-hour situation. There 
would be no need for yielding of administra­ 
tive powers of any of the law enforcement 
people. They would be simply put together in 
one building, instead of scattered all across 
the city. 
We have been told by those who know that 
this is being done with success in some 
Hoosier counties. It would save thousands of 
tax dollars. 
We understand the City Council is willing to 
make one more approach to county officials 
before they take off on the finalization of 
plans for construction of a new city building. 
If you are interested in saving tax dollars, 
think it over. Don’t think too long, Get behind 
and push for the city-county building.
